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Introduction 


Background 


The Etude magazine was established in Lynchburg, Virginia, in 1883 by Theodore Presser. Recently returned from mu- 
sic study in Leipzig, he funded the venture with $250 saved from his income as a music teacher. The following year he 
moved the magazine to Philadelphia, where he also began selling musical scores by mail order. The subsequent history 
of the magazine and the Theodore Presser Company is one of the great entrepreneurial success stories of American mu- 
sic. By the time of his death in 1925, Presser had built a powerful publishing empire that would continue to thrive 
throughout the century. The magazine reached a peak circulation of 250,000 in 1919 and still boasted over 50,000 sub- 
scribers when it ceased publication in 1957. One of the longest-lived music magazines in American history and still a 
ubiquitous presence in flea markets and online auctions, The Etude became an indelible part of the fabric of American 
culture. 

The guiding principles for Presser and the subsequent editors of the magazine (Winton James Baltzell, 1901-1907; 
James Francis Cooke, 1907-1949; John Briggs, 1950-1951; and Guy McCoy, 1951-1957) were those of the genteel 
tradition. In editorials, articles, and musical compositions published for nearly seventy-five years, the magazine pro- 
moted the ideals of refinement and edification. In terms of musical style, the editors stressed the importance of the Euro- 
pean cosmopolitan tradition and the need for self-cultivation to properly understand and perform it. There was thus a 
strong pedagogical emphasis and also a pervading optimism in the ability and desire of readers to improve themselves in 
pursuit of the highest possible standards. This was matched by a suspicion of both modernist experimentation and popu- 
lar musical styles such as jazz. These ideals allowed the magazine to flourish and expand in the years before World War 
I, but the rest of its history was marked by a steady decline in circulation. As the influence of the genteel tradition waned 
in the twentieth century, so too did the prevalence of music study, which had been so important in the Victorian Era. 
Competition from the radio, phonograph, and eventually television further eroded the readership of The Etude. 

From the outset, musical scores formed an important component of the magazine’s content. Presser’s original plan 
was to publish technical etudes for use by piano teachers, but within a year this was broadened to include piano compo- 
sitions. Though the principal focus remained piano, the magazine eventually published music for a variety of instrumen- 
tal and vocal combinations, including organ, violin, woodwinds, vocal solo, choir, and “rhythmic orchestra” (piano with 
percussion instruments). Each issue contained musical scores—in the early years five or six per issue, but by the 1930s 
upwards of twenty compositions each month. The resulting list of repertoire comprises over 10,000 musical composi- 
tions in an eclectic range of styles and difficulty levels. 

These compositions range from pieces for beginners to difficult concert repertoire. The editors stressed the notion 
that the masterworks of the major European composers represented the highest standard of achievement and the goal 
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toward which musicians should aspire. In order to achieve this goal, however, less experienced players needed less- 
advanced material that would hold their interest and challenge them to improve in taste and technique. This preparatory 
material forms the bulk of the music published in the pages of The Etude. Pedagogical compositions by major composers 
were republished frequently, as such works as Schumann’s easier pieces and Bach’s pedagogical works became popular 
staples. There were also numerous arrangements of major works, either simplified versions or arrangements for new in- 
strumental combinations. An example may be found in Franz Liszt’s popular Liebestraum No. 3, which was published in 
its original version in 1904 and 1926; in a slightly simplified arrangement in 1924; in more simplified arrangements in 
1917 and 1940; in a four-hand arrangement in 1931; and in an arrangement for alto saxophone or clarinet in 1941. Many 
of the best-known works of the symphonic repertoire were also published in piano arrangements. 

In addition to standard repertoire, there was newly composed pedagogical music by a long list of European and 
American composers. Female composers contributed a significant portion of the lower-level repertoire, as the composer 
index demonstrates. The Etude also published much intermediate and lower-advanced repertoire that could be called 
salon music, or lighter compositions in a popular vein. The editors justified this policy with the idea that salon music was 
a step in developing taste just as pedagogical music was a step in developing technique. Critics of the magazine, though, 
derided this repertoire as “that special category of deep-purple Etude-modern.”” 

It is certainly possible to poke fun at some of the compositions that appeared in the pages of The Etude, but there is 
no denying their significance as a reflection of American culture in the late nineteenth and early twentieth centuries. 
More importantly, the sheer volume of music, much of which is not to be found elsewhere, makes it an important re- 
pository of musical works. This index is designed to provide access to the contents of this repository. 


Organization 


The first section of the index consists of an issue-by-issue list of the repertoire from 1883 to 1957. Each entry begins 
with the composer, where listed. This is followed by the title in italics. Many of the compositions have subtitles, which 
are placed in parentheses. Some of the titles have translations, either from English to another language or vice versa; 
these are denoted with square brackets. In the fairly common instance of a piece with both a translation and a subtitle, 
both square brackets and parentheses are used. After the title are the names of other collaborators or contributors to the 
composition; these include but are not limited to text authors, translators, arrangers, editors, and persons who transcribed, 
revised, fingered, or simplified the composition. This information is followed by the instrumentation. In many cases the 
editors assigned a grade level to piano works, which is included when applicable. Grading tended to be inconsistent, and 
the same piece may have been published at different times in exactly the same arrangement but with a different grade 
designation. The index makes no attempt to reconcile these differences but simply reproduces the information as pub- 
lished. Each entry ends with a page number, if applicable. The following is a typical entry in the chronological listing: 


Tchaikovsky, Pyotr I. “March Allegro” from Symphony No. 6 (Pathétique), op. 74. Arr. George Blake. Organ solo. 
pp. 220-21. 


The second section consists of indexes by composer, title, text author (for vocal works), and instrumentation. 
Whereas the chronological listing reproduces all information included in the publication, the indexes omit information 
that is not essential for quick identification. It is assumed that the reader will use the short entry in the index to access the 
complete information in the main listing. Each index entry ends with a siglum identifying the location of the work in the 
chronological listing. The siglum identifies the issue by an abbreviation for the month and the last two digits of the year, 
followed by the page number if applicable. A typical index entry looks like this:

Anomalies 


Not surprisingly, the changing editorial practices of seventy-four years of publication gave rise to numerous inconsisten- 
cies. The following list will alert the reader to the most glaring anomalies. 
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During his first year or two of publication, Presser relied almost exclusively on reprinted compositions from other 
publishers. Because of this, some pieces are not clearly identified by composer or by source. While I have found the ori- 
gin of many of the unidentified pieces, there remain about thirty compositions that I cannot positively identify. 

There are inconsistencies in spelling, especially in composers’ names. In the case of well-known composers, I have 
standardized spelling according to The New Grove, Baker’s Biographical Dictionary, and other standard reference 
works. For less well-known composers, I have used the best available evidence, but nonetheless some inconsistencies 
remain. For instance, the October 1950 issue contains a piece by “F. Buencaming,” while the December 1950 issue con- 
tains another by “Francisco Buencamino, Sr.” It is logical to assume that this is one person, but it is safer to acknowledge 
the discrepancy until it is possible to confirm conclusively that one of the names is a misspelling. The same is true of “I. 
W. Russell” and “T. W. Russell.” On the other hand, there are compositions by both George B[alch] Nevin (1859-1933) 
and Gordon Balch Nevin (1892-1943) as well as [Edgar] Alden Barrell (1871-1923) and Edgar A. Barrell, Jr. 
(1900-1992), which challenge the indexer’s attentiveness. 

Foreign-language titles are also inconsistent. Within a six-month span in 1923, for instance, The Etude published a 
Mazurka Brillant by Georg Eggeling and two pieces entitled Mazurka Brillante by Anna Priscilla Risher and Alban For- 
ster. One may also find Hommage a Schumann (Wilson G. Smith, September 1894), Homage a Beethoven (Adolphe 
Adam, June 1914), and Homage a Chopin (Zoltan de Horvath, July 1922). Rather than attempt to standardize or “cor- 
rect” foreign spellings, I have opted to retain the original polyglot charm of the publication except in cases where there is 
clearly a typographical error in printing a piece known elsewhere with a different spelling. 

The pagination is also inconsistent. In the early years, there was no pagination of the musical portion of the maga- 
zine, and many of the compositions retain the page numbers of the original publication from which they were repro- 
duced. In later years, the editors followed one of three systems: 1) the musical section was numbered separately, begin- 
ning at page | with each issue (April 1889 to March 1906); 2) the musical section was numbered in sequence with the 
rest of the journal, which was numbered in one series for all twelve issues of the year (March 1884 to December 1884 
and April 1906 to August 1949); 3) the musical section was numbered in sequence with the rest of the journal, which 
began again with each issue (September 1949 to May/June 1957). In the early years, all the musical numbers were 
grouped together in the center of the magazine. From April to September 1906, and again from October 1917 through the 
1930s, there were gaps in the musical pages for advertisements or articles. 

A casual reader of the chronological listing might be puzzled by instances of overlapping page numbers of composi- 
tions for piano four hands. This results from the fact that such compositions are printed with the secondo part on even- 
numbered (verso) pages and the primo part on odd-numbered (recto) pages. When a long composition of a page and a 
half is followed by a short composition of less than a page, the numbers overlap, as in these examples from April 1925: 


Marzo, Eduardo. The Soldiers Pass (Fanfare). Piano four hands. pp. 258-61. 
Christiani, E. F. Merry Swains (Morris Dance). Piano four hands. pp. 260-61. 


In some cases the instrumentation is also problematic. A significant number of pedagogical works for piano include 
texts, sometimes with a separate author from the composer. In general, I have identified these works as piano solos, even 
though the student or teacher can sing along. The designation “voice and piano” has been reserved for works on three 
staves that clearly have a vocal line discrete from the accompaniment. 

Certain generic titles were used inconsistently over the long history of the magazine. Thus the same work may be 
identified as “minuet,” “menuet,” “minuetto,” or “menuetto.” In general I have retained the spellings found in the publi- 
cation and have standardized them for the indexes only when the same piece appears under different spellings. 

In a reference work of this size, there are bound to be inadvertent errors and omissions. I will be most grateful to 
readers who can supply additions or corrections.

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The kinae PitelersVAliCs established in 1883 by Theodore Presser, and the Theodore 
Presser Company, together make up one of the greatest entrepreneurial success 
stories of American music. The magazine reached a peak Girtulation of 250,000 in 
1919 brid boasted more than 50,000 subscribers when it ceased publication in 
1957. One of the longest-lived music magazines in American history, The Etude 


became an indelible part of American culture. 


- Each issue of The Etude contained musical scores—in the early years five or six 


per issue, but by the 1930s upwards of twenty each month. The resulting reper- 
icetas comprises well over 10,000 musical compositions in FV i Were) (Leis tome e-Velel me) i 
bibles and difficulty levels that placed major composers of Westera art music side 
by side with popular composers. Until now, this rich sodditce was unindexed and 


therefore virtually inaccessible to scholars and performers. 


The first section of An Index to Music Published in The Etude Magazine, 
1883-1957 lists the musical contents of each issue. These entries are then indexed 
by composer, title, author (if applicable), and instrumentation. The result is a com- 
plete guide to three quarters of a dentury (oy mm esLKy Comm py conuteltete) performers and 


scholars with convenient access to this valuable repository of scores. 


E. DOUGLAS BOMBERGER is professor and chair of the Music Department at the 
University of Hawai‘i and is the author of numerous musicological articles and 


reviews, including several entries in Encyclopedia of the Romantic Era. 
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
